Ford promises new Latin dialogue as he meets with Echeverria 


NOGALES, Ariz. 
(AP) - 
Promising a “ new dialogue” 
with Latin-American nations, 
President Ford met Mexican 
President Luis Echeverria at 
this border city today to begin 
nine hours of hop-scotch diplo­ 
macy. 
Ford, in remarks at the cere­ 
monial exchange of greetings 
at the border, said the day’s 


summit sessions at locations in 
Mexico and Arizona “ symbolize 
the relationship between our 
two countries.” 
Oil and economic matters 
promised to dominate the talks 
between the two presidents. 
“ It is a working partnership 
of mutual cooperation which 
exemplifies the spirit behind 
the new dialogue into which we 
MONDA 


have entered with the nations 
of Latin America,” Ford said. 
It was Ford’s first veture 
onto foreign soil since he be­ 
came President on Aug. 9, and 
he said, “ it provides a living 
demonstration of how we are 
inextricably linked....” 
There were indications that 
Echeverria might like to trade 
oil for Washington’s agreement 


to admit migrant Mexican farm 
workers — a development that 
would 
help 
ease 
Mexico’s 
serious unemployment prob­ 
lems. 
Ford was expected to stress 
north-of-the-border 
concern 
about the flow of illegal immi­ 
grants from Mexico at a time 
when the United States has a 
mounting unemployment prob­ 


lem of its own. 
The U.S. President told re­ 
porters Saturday night that im­ 
migration, oil, joint efforts to 
curb traffic in illicit narcotics 
and seven or eight other mat­ 
ters of mutual concern would 
be taken up. There was no for­ 
mal agenda for the discussions 
Ford’s itinerary had him fly­ 
ing from Andrews Air Force 


Base, Md., to David-Monthan 
Air Force Base in Tucson, 
Ariz., then going by helicopter 
to Nogales to greet Echeverria. 
The two presidents were to 
fly by helicopter to Magdalena 
de Kino 70 miles south of the 
border for nearly two hours of 
talks at the local city hall. 
Ford and Echeverria then 
will go by helicopter to Tubac, 


Ariz., 15 miles north of the bor­ 
der, for a luncheon and more 
discussions. 
The two leaders planned to 
wind up their meetings with a 
ceremony at the Davis-Monthan 
air base. 
Ford was scheduled to spend 
the night in Oklahoma City, 
and make campaign appear­ 
ances there and in Cleveland.

Play Nixon- Dean 'stonewall' tape 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
disconsolate President Nixon 
discussing options for “ stone­ 
walling” Watergate investiga­ 
tions was heard by the Water­ 
gate cover-up jury on tape to­ 
day as John Dean was on the 
stand for the fourth day. 
“ It’s a long road, isn’t it, for 
all of us, for all of us,” Nixon 
said at one point. “ I mean, 
what the hell are you going to 
do?” 
The discussion occurred on 
March 21, 1973 — on the after­ 
noon of the day when Dean, the 
White House counsel, had laid 
out for the President the names 
of White House people who 
were vulnerable to indictment. 
They discussed setting up a 
presidential panel to gather evi­ 
dence or sending White House 
people to the grand jury under 
a grant of immunity so they 
could not be charged. 
Two of the defendants in the 
trial, John Ehrlichman and H. 
R. Haldeman, participated in 
the afternoon discussion. Eh­ 
rlichman pressed the President 
to have Dean put on a report 
that Nixon then could send to 
the Senate investigation then 
under way. 
Discussing that idea, Nixon 
says: “ I ask for a written re­ 
port ... which is very general, 


understand?” 
“ Understand,” the President 
repeats and laughs, adding: “ I 
don’t want to get all that God­ 
damned specific. I ’m thinking 
now in far more general terms 


“ If you make it quite general 
in terms of ... your investiga­ 
tion indicates that this man did 
not do it ... this man did do 
that.” 
Ehrlichman suggests that if 
that idea is adopted, “ to give 
some weight to that, could you 
attach as an appendix a list of 
the F B I reports to which you 
had access ... so that the Presi­ 
dent at some later time is in a 
position to say ‘I relied.’” 
Ehrlichman said then that if 
there were further disclosures, 
Nixon would be in a stronger 
position to say that he justifia­ 
bly relied on Dean’s report. 
A few days later, Dean went 
to the presidential retreat at 
Camp David, Md., but failed to 
write a report. 
Instead, he later hired an at­ 
torney and began telling the 
Watergate story 
to federal 
prosecutors. 
Nixon then appointed Ehrlich­ 
man to write the report. In a 
public statement on April 17, 
Nixon said that in the March 21 
conversation new facts were 


brought to his attention which 
prompted him to begin a new 
investigation. 
The tape was introduced and 
played for the jury after Dean 
told of an unrecorded conversa­ 
tion with Haldeman and Eh­ 
rlichman outside of the Presi­ 
dent’s office in which he said 
there were two alternatives. 
“ One was to let it go all the 
way, to let it unravel,” Dean 
told the jury. “ One was to draw 
wagons 
around 
the 
White 
House.” 
Questioned by U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica about 
what that meant, Dean said it 
was “ a sort of cowboy-and-In- 
dian phrase — drawing the 
wagons around would be to pro­ 
tect everyone inside from the 
people on the outside.” 
He said Ehrlichman and Hal­ 
deman 
would 
be 
included 
among those who would be pro­ 
tected. 
“ Would Mitchell be inside the 
wagon?” 
asked 
prosecutor 
James F. Neal, referring to a 
third defendant in the trial, for­ 
mer Atty. Gen. John N. Mit­ 
chell. 
“ No, sir,” Dean said. 
Later in the taped conversa­ 
tion, which lasted 41 minutes, 
Ehrlichman suggested that Mit­ 
chell “ step out” and say that 


he had done some investigation 
at the re-election committee 
which he headed and found that 
some people had violated the 
law. 
Dean had been expected to 
provide the testimony to in­ 
troduce seven of the presiden­ 
tial 
tapes. 
The 
March 
21 
recording was the fifth one 
played so far before the jury 
and Neal said he planned at 
this time to introduce only one 
more, a conversation of March 
22. 
A 45-minute conference be­ 
tween lawyers and the judge 
preceded today’s testimony. It 
apparently concerned defense 
protests that a television ap­ 
pearance Sunday by Watergate 
special prosecutor Leon Ja- 
worski violated Sirica’s gag or­ 
der. A copy of The New York 
Times, carrying an account of 
that interview, was introduced 
into the record. 
The early part of the March 
21 discussion concerned what 
Ehrlichman called a blackmail 
demand by E. Howard Hunt 
Jr., one of the Watergate 
break-in principals. 
And Ehrlichman warned the 
President that allowing people 
to testify before the grand jury 
would involve “ awful opportun­ 
ities for indictment” and that 


“ you end up with people in and 
out of the White House in­ 
dicated for various offenses.” 
Meanwhile,special Watergate 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski said 
in a television interview Sunday 
that the entire story of Water­ 
gate will come out during the 
trial. 
“ Through the evidence at the 
(cover-up) trial, you’re going to 
have the story of Watergate,” 
Jaworski said on the NBC pro­ 
gram “ Meet the Press.” 
The last tape played for the 
jury in the conspiracy case was 
of the conversation Dean had 
with Nixon the morning of 
March 21, 1974. In that talk, 
Dean told Nixon that demands 
by the Watergate defendants 
might cost $1 million. 
Later that day, in the next 
tape to be played, Nixon con­ 
ferred with Haldeman, Ehrlich­ 
man and Dean. Their dis­ 
cussion included talk of a par­ 
don for Watergate figure E. 
Howard Hunt Jr., who had 
pressed the most persistent 
money demands. 
The next tape was recorded 
the following day when Nixon, 
Haldeman, Ehrlichman, Dean 
and Mitchell and discussed 
strategy for the coming Senate 
Watergate committee hearings 
and the complicity of adminis­ 


tration and re-election com­ 
mittee officials in the break-in 
and cover-up. 
There had been several pre­ 
vious versions of the March 22 
conversation. 
The White House transcripts 
released last April had Nixon 
saying flexibility was necessary 
“ in order to get off the cover- 
up line.” 
The House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee, during its impeachment 
inquiry, issued its own tran­ 
script, containing 16 pages of 
dialogue not included by the 
White House. 
In the House document, Nix­ 
on is quoted as saying “ I don’t 
give a shit what happens. I 
want you all to stonewall it, let 
them plead the 5th Amend­ 
ment, cover-up or anything 
else, if it’ll save it — save the 
plan.” 
The reference to the plan 
concerned the stance the White 
House would take to the Senate 
hearings. 
In his interview, Jaworski, 
who leaves office Friday, also 
said that he thought Nixon was 
guilty of “ obstruction of jus­ 
tice,” and, when asked whether 
he 
agreed 
with 
President 
Ford’s reasons for granting 
Nixon a pardon, he snapped 
“ no.” 
Ford stands behind Rockefeller 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Ford is standing by his 
nomination of Nelson A. Rock­ 
efeller, declaring, “ I ’m still 
convinced he would make a 
good vice president.” 
Ford, fielding questions from 
five newsmen aboard Air Force 
One late Saturday, was asked 
whether any conservative Re­ 
publicans had urged him to 
withdraw the increasingly con­ 
troversial nomination. 
“ I wouldn’t say anybody se­ 
riously,” the President respond­ 
ed, implying that such advice 
had been received. 
Standing in shirtsleeves in 
the aisle of the plane as it 
brought him home from a cam­ 
paign trip to Louisville, Ky., 
Ford held what amounted to an 


informal news conference. 
Ford said he expected Rock­ 
efeller’s nomination to be con­ 
firmed before the President’s 
planned trip to Japan next 
month. This would seem to be 
out of the question since Ford 
tentatively plans to leave the 
country Nov. 17 and Congress 
does not return from its elec­ 
tion recess until the following 
day. 
Meanwhile, Rockefeller was 
described by a prominent Sen­ 
ate Democrat as “ a man who 
has 
great 
experience, 
tre­ 
mendous ability.” 
The comment came from 
Senate Democratic Leader Rob­ 
ert C. Byrd of West Virginia, 
who said in an interview Sun­ 
day on the CBS program “ Face 


the 
Nation” 
that 
he 
still 
planned to vote for Rockefel­ 
ler’s confirmation despite the 
recent financial disclosures. 
Byrd said, however, that he 
was glad that the Senate would 
not be voting immediately on 
the nomination because “ there 
are many questions that re­ 
main to be answered.” He said 
the Rockefeller gifts and loans 
raise a more serious question 
than the back taxes. 
In New York Sunday, Rock­ 
efeller said through spokesman 
Hugh Morrow that he gave 
Henry A. Kissinger $50,000 
to 
enable Kissinger to join the 
Nixon administration as head 
of the National Security Coun­ 
cil. 
And, Rockefeller was quoted 


in an interview in Time maga­ 
zine as saying that Kissinger 
was concerned about earning 
less in Washington than he had 
been, because “ he had just got 
divorced and had responsi­ 
bilities to his children and to 
his former wife. 


“ I urged him to take the job. 
He didn’t want it. Okay, so I 
helped him out. 


“ He put the money in trust 
for his children. What’s more 
human than that,” Rockefeller 
said. 


In the interview, Rockefeller 
described the gifts he gave to 
former associates and friends 
as “ a great American tradi­ 
tion.”

Candidate's appeal 
rejected by U.S. 
Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court today turned 
down the appeal of Charles D. 
Ravenel 
from 
his 
dis­ 
qualification as the Democratic 
candidate for governor of South 
Carolina. 
The court, in a brief order 
with no explanation, upheld the 
decision of a three-judge feder­ 
al court in Columbia, S.C., that 
Ravenal did not meet the re­ 
sidency requirement of the 
state constitution. 
After 
Ravenel 
was 
dis­ 
qualified, South Carolina Demo­ 
crats held a convention and 
nominated Rep. William Jen­ 
nings Bryan Dorn, who Ravenel 
defeated in the state’s Demo­ 
cratic primary and runoff. 
Ravenel, 36, a Charleston in­ 
vestment banker, is a native 
South Carolinian who returned 
to the state in 1972 after sev­ 
eral years on Wall Street. 
After his victory 
in 
the 
Democratic primary, a suit 
challenging Ravenel’s quali­ 
fications was filed by a disc 
jockey and a restaurateur. 
Cave- in 
is fatal 


A Rockford man, buried up to 
his head in a cave-in Thursday 
afternoon at Flex-O-Glass, died 
Saturday morning at Swedish 
American Hospital, Rockford 
Douglas Hill, 22, was trans­ 
ported to Swedish - American 
from KSB Hospital Friday. Hill 
was working at a new addition 
to the factory located in the Air­ 
port Industrial Park off 111. 38 
He was working in a 12-foot 
deep trench laying water pipe 
when the cave-in occurred. 


They cited a requirement in 
the state constitution that in or­ 
der to be governor a person 
must have been “ a citizen and 
resident of this state for five 
years next preceding the day of 
the election.” 
The South Carolina Supreme 
Court ruled on Sept. 23 that 
Ravenel did not meet this re­ 
quirement. 
In other action today, the 
court: 
—Refused, by a series of 5-4 
votes, to interfere with the con­ 
victions of nine persons and one 
corporation in nine separate 
cases involving violations of ob­ 
scenity laws in New York, Vir­ 
ginia, California and Florida. 


—Agreed to consider a chal­ 
lenge to a Utah law setting a 
different age of majority for 
men and women. 
—Rejected a bid by the At­ 
lanta Falcons of the National 
Football League for review of a 
forced rollback of 1971 advance 
ticket prices during wage and 
price controls. 
—Agreed to consider when, if 
ever, members of the armed 
forces have the right to be rep­ 
resented by counsel at summa­ 
ry courts martial. 


—Agreed to consider whether 
state prison officials may trans 
fer inmates from one prison to 
another without warning and 
without a hearing 


—Let stand a ruling that mu­ 
nicipal hospitals may not re­ 
strict abortions to those re­ 
quired to save the life of the 
mother. The case arose from a 
challenge by two physicians to 
a rule of the Virginia, Minn., 
Municipal Hospital prohibiting 
nontherapeutic abortions.

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) 
State, local and federal author­ 
ities have begun preparations 
to 
counter 
possible 
power 
blackouts 
in 
case 
an 
ex­ 
tortionist carries out his threat 
to dynamite more transmission 
line towers in the Portland 
area. 
Bonneville Power Adminis­ 
tration officials, area police 
and the FBI reviewed emergen­ 
cy plans Sunday after the pow­ 
er administration refused to 
pay a $1 million ransom de­ 
manded in an extortion letter 
Officials from area military 
installations and the Oregon 
N a t i o n a l 
Guard were briefed on 


the situation. 
Portland General Electric Co. 
and Pacific Power and Light, 
major city-based utilities, fired 
up reserve combustion-powered 
and steam plants to provide ex 
tra elctricity if needed. 
City officials asked for ap­ 
proval to order overtime shifts 
for workers already converting 
a civil defense shelter into a 
communications 
center 
for 
emergency services. 
“ What we probably face is an 
outage where the entire area 
might be totally without power 
for a few hours up to a day or 
two,” said power administrator 
Don Hodel. 


Since Sept 
26, 
11 trans­ 
mission towers have been dyna 
mited in the Portland area, 
eight of them within the past 
week. Three of the towers were 
toppled, with damage estimated 
at $250,000, and unexploded de­ 
vices were found attached to 
several other towers. 
The Bonneville Power Admin­ 
istration supplies electricity to 
all city utilities. 
There are 750,000 residents in 
the Portland area. Hodel said if 
more transmission towers are 
damaged, emergency measures 
could be required that would 
result in blackouts that would 
last 16 hours a day until towers 


were repaired 
A letter addressed to the ad­ 
ministration arrived at 
the 
Portland FBI office Friday. It 
demanded $1 million and was 
signed “ J. Hawker,” which au­ 
thorities interpret as a vari­ 
ation of the term “ Jayhawker” 
used to describe guerrillas and 
looters after the Civil War. 


The letter said in part: “ The 
extent of damages resulting 
from the demolition of five of 
your power line towers Wednes­ 
day night is incidental. Our in­ 
tent is to either collect $l mil- 
* fion or to make you people wish 
to hell we had ”

Kent trial opens 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
Three of the first 12 prospective 
jurors were excused today as 
jury selection began in the trial 
of 
eight 
ex-Ohio 
National 
Guardsmen indicted in con­ 
nection with the 1970 Kent State 
University shootings. 
Chief U.S. District Judge 
Frank J. Battisti released the 
three after asking them ques­ 
tions about their state of mind 
relative to the case. 
The defendants are being 
tried for alleged civil rights 
violations in the shootings. 
The eight were indicted by a 
federal grand jury last March 
29. They are accused of violat­ 
ing the civil rights of four stu­ 
dents who were killed and nine 
others who were wounded when 
Guardsmen opened fire on 
groups of campus demonstra­ 
tors May 4, 1970. 
U.S. District Court officials 
summoned 125 prospective ju­ 
rors to appear today and said 
more will be called if neces­ 
sary. 
The prosecution and the de­ 
fense each have lists of 150 po­ 
tential witnesses, but attorneys 
indicated they do not expect to 
call all of them. One attorney 
estimated that about 100 wit­ 
nesses in all will be called to 
the stand. The trial is expected 
to last several weeks. 


Convictions could result in 
$1,000 fines and life prison 
terms. 


Chief Judge Frank J. Battisti 
has ordered attorneys and prin­ 
cipals in the case not to discuss 
it with reporters. 


The defendants are seven 
Ohio men, Lawrence A. Shafer, 
28, and James D. McGee, 27, 
Ravenna; William E. Perkins, 
28, Canton ; Ralph W. Zoller, 27, 
Mantua; Barry W. Morris, 29, 
Kent; Mathew J. McManus, 28, 
West Salem; Leon H. Smith, 27, 
Beach City, and James E. 
Pierce, 29, Amelia Island, Fla. 
The indictment says the for­ 
mer Guardsmen willfully as­ 
saulted and intimidated demon­ 
strators by firing weapons in 
their direction during the pro­ 
test against U.S. military in­ 
volvement in Cambodia. 


The Ohio National Guard was 
ordered to the school on May 2, 
1970, by then-Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. 
Demonstrators 
had 
burned 
the 
Army 
Reserve 
Training Corps building on the 
campus. 
After the shootings, a presi­ 
dential commission, a state 
grand jury called by Rhodes 
and the Federal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation conducted investi­ 
gations.

America’s great adv antage ov er 
Britain is th at its trade unions are 
not mounting a wage-push inflation 
on any th ing like th e British scale. 
Any American union leader wh o de­ 
manded a British sort of rise in pres­ 
ent circumstances would be regard­ 
ed as inv iting unemploy ment for h is 
members. America’s similarities 
with Britain are th at its price infla­ 
tion is nev erth eless running at an 
annual 10 per cent (just ov er h alf 
Britain’s underly ing rate), and th at 
th is is h elping to bring recession. 
Consumers are reducing th eir dis­ 
cretionary spending, because during 
th e past y ear th e take h ome pay of 
th e ty pical American worker h as de­ 
clined by 5 per cent in real terms. 
TTie prospects for manufacturing 
inv estment are disappointing, for in­ 
v entory inv estment deteriorating, 
and for h ousing disastrous. Corpora­ 
tions are in a liquidity squeeze. 
A large part of American compa­ 
nies’ recent profits h av e really been 
inv entory appreciation profits, 
wh ich do not create cash ; but com­ 
panies h av e been pay ing div idends, 
some interest and tax es out of th em. 
Th is means th at some companies 
h av e been borrowing to meet pay ­ 
ments of interest on past borrow­ 
ings, wh ich righ tly h orrifies Ameri­ 
can bankers. In Britain th e squeeze 
on companies is v ery much tough ­ 
er—because of bigger wage infla­ 
tion, tigh t price control, increased 
profit tax es, more brutal treatment 
of inv entory appreciation for profits 
tax —but Britain’s capacity for h or­ 
ror seems smaller so far. 
In America th e Federal Reserv e 
can follow an independent policy . Its 
policy th is y ear h as been to k^p th e 
increase in money supply to around 
an annual six per cent; it keeps con­ 
trol of wh at money supply will be, 
wh ich th e Bank of England broadly 
does not. Th is growth in money sup­ 
ply is below th e rate of inflation, at a 
time wh en th e liquidity squeeze 
means th at demand for borrowing is 
h igh . It h as th erefore giv en rise to 
fears of a ‘‘credit crunch .’’ Th e Fed­ 
eral Reserv e h as for some time indi­ 
cated th at it could perh aps ease 
monetary policy if fiscal policy were 
tigh tened. 


Th e President h as caugh t th e 
h eadlines by asking Congress to 
raise personal and corporate income 
tax es by $5 billion a y ear; but h e 
th en wants to giv e back to compa­ 
nies—on depreciation allowances 
and on a concession for preference 
sh ares—more th an h e is taking from 
th em. Th is is a budget sligh tly to re­ 
duce th e liquidity squeeze. Ev en th e 
personal tax increases are largely 
offset by aid to special sectors—th e 
unemploy ed, h ousing, agriculture— 
so th at th e effect of th e wh ole pro­ 
posed budget is broadly neutral. 


Th e consequences of policy -mak­ 
ing after th e telev ised economic 
summit meetings th erefore seem to 
be a cov er-up in fav or of someth ing 
fairly sensible, wh ile av oiding any 
radical action. Th e same is true of 
Mr. Ford’s longer-term policy pro­ 
posals, wh ich are almost wh olly 
good. Th ere will now be a gradual 
rectification of th e parts of th e world 
energy crisis th at h av e been due to 
distortions imposed in America by 
u ncalcu lating env ironmentalists 
and political pressure groups in fa­ 
v or of price controls on alternativ e 
sorts of power; th is may h elp to 
speed th e likely transition from en­ 
ergy crisis to energy glut. 
Mr. Ford now seeks to abolish th e 
few remaining acreage limitations 
on th e planting of particu lar crops, 
to look again at federal support for 
cartels in transport and oth er regu­ 
lated industries, and to ‘‘zero in on 
more effectiv e enforcement of laws 
against price fix ing and bid rig­ 
ging” 
Th ese, h owev er, are not wh at th e 
immediate crisis is about. With in 
weeks after th e stock ex ch ange 
crash in 1929—alth ough most people 
h av e now forgotten th is -President 
Herbert Hoov er mov ed to cut tax es. 
At wh at may be th e equiv alent mo­ 
ment in 1974 President Ford h as 
mov ed to raise tax es. To History th is 
may look v ery odd. Contemporaries 
can probably find comfort th at h e 
h as recoiled so th at th e Federal Re­ 
serv e can better jump forward. 
Also, in America th e president 
can only propose, wh ile Congress 
disposes at its own pace. Th ere is a 
benign possibility th a i th e ineffec­ 
tiv e leadersh ip in Congress may 
h elp legislate for th e spending in­ 
creases before th e tax increases. 
Prov ided th e Federal Reserv e h as 
relax ed monetary policy before­ 
h and, th at—in th e present atmos- 
( ph ere of gath ering world slu mp- 
would be gcjod news.

NEW YORK (NEA)- Jesus once 
asked h is disciples: ‘‘Wh o do men 
say th at I am?" Th ey nev er fully an­ 
swered nor h as any one else in th e 
2,000 y ears of Ch ristianity . Th eolo­ 
gians and Sunday sch ool tots h av e 
debated th e questions with as many 
v iews as participants. He is un­ 
doubtedly different th ings to differ­ 
ent people. 
Th us it is th eoretically possible 
th at one of th e new redeemers jet­ 
ting from auditorium to auditorium 
in America today really is th e sav ior 
returned, or Moh ammed reincar­ 
nated for th at matter, or Vish nu 
come back, or th e second Buddh a, 
Satan or Moses. Wh o knows? 


Nobody . 
It is faith th at allows th e real 
Jesus and so faith can create an­ 
oth er. Fat. Sh ort. Female, Swinger. 
Americans h av e been conjuring up 
new redeemers for as long as th ere 
h as been an America. Some New 
England puritans believ e in witch es, 
slav es of th e early South believ ed a 
black messiah would rescue th em 
and Indians h ad th eir sh amans. 
Ev en ch ildren are h eralded. A 16- 
y ear-old Indian guru, Mah araj Ji, is 
considered by millions to be th e 
‘‘Perfect Master." Nev er mind th at 
h e h as an ulcer, th ree airplanes and 
a moth er wh o apparently is th e 
power beh ind th e th rone. 
Wh en h is similarly (îod-like fa­ 
th er died in Asia in 1966, th e boy 
stepped forward to claim th e th rone: 
‘‘Ch ildren of God, wh y are y ou 
weeping? . . . Th e perfect master 
nev er dies. Guru Mah araj Ji is h ere 
among y ou. Recognize h im (me), 
obey h im (me), and adore h im 
(me).’’ Since th en, eigh t million peo­ 
ple are said to h av e receiv ed and ac­ 
cepted ‘‘h is knowledge." 
Wh at is th e knowledge? ‘‘It is dif­ 
ficult to ex plain,’’ say s one of th e gu­ 
ru ’s publicists. ‘‘Recently I was 
driv ing across th e George Wash ing­ 
ton Bridge in New York and th ere 
was a traffic jam. Ev ery body 
around me was furious and fuming, 
but I began meditating on th e guru’s 
th ough ts. I was at peace. I was smil­ 
ing. Th is is wh at h e h as giv en me, 
th e ability to look for satisfaction." 
Th ere are legions wh o say th is is 
poppy cock. One gripe is th at th e new 
redeemers get most of th eir recogni­ 
tion, and money , from enth usiastic 
y oung people wh o h av en’t th e ex pe­ 
rience to see past th e my stic ey e­ 
wash . Californians call such kids 


"Jesu s Boppers" and claim th ey are 
faddists at best, deluded at worse. 
‘‘Wh y is it," asks a critical Epis­ 
copalian priest, ‘‘th at kids keep giv ­ 
ing th e guru money ev en th ough h e 
owns a $50,000 Mercedes automobile 
and countless oth er ex pensiv e bau­ 
bles? I’ll tell y ou wh y . Because th ey 
h av en’t enough brains to see th e fat 
little fellow for wh at h e is." 
Th e gripe is reasonable enough . 
Many susceptible ch ildren h av e un­ 
dergone a process of religious brain­ 
wash ing by some new redemption- 
ists. A th riv ing business h as resulted 
for priv ate detectiv es wh o are h ired 
by worried parents to find, recov er 
and refurbish th e mental state of 
th eir ch ildren. (One such rescue art­ 
ist, h as been ch arged with and was 
recently conv icted of kidnapping. ) 
Many returned ch ildren h av e h ad 
to undergo psy ch iatric treatment to 
accept real life again; a few, ac­ 
cording to reports, are so scarred 
th at readjustment is impossible 
with out recuperation period in some 
kind of institution. 
Besides th e worry for affected 
ch ildren, th ere is a concern th at 
feakish religion, once in h igh gear, 
tends to go ph ilosoph ically and judg- 
mentally out of control. A Danish 
film maker h as proposed a flick 
starring a pornograph ic Jesus wh o 
makes lov e to Mary Magdalene in a 
broth el. Magnetic leaders h av e tak­ 
en small communal flocks into th e 
sticks wh ere religion is giv en out in 
equal doses with sex , drugs and anti­ 
establish ment rh etoric.

In Tuesday ’s editorial h e asks th e 
question ‘‘Wh o really discov ered 
America?" and goes on to mention 
Leif Erickson and Joh n Cabot, nei­ 
th er of wh om left any written ac­ 
count of h is ex peditions. 
Th en, Tay lor claims new inv esti­ 
gations prov e th at Giov anni da Ver- 
razano discov ered America in 1524. 
Now, if h e means Verrazano dis­ 
cov ered wh at is now considered two 
continents, North and South Ameri­ 
ca, I certainly h ope Tay lor is not try ­ 
ing to dispute Ch ristoph er Colum­ 
bus’s claim to fame. 
Second, if h e means North Amer­

FAMILY LIB By JO A N N E and L E W KOCH 
Spanking teaches 
a child h o w to h it 


(Note: Today’s column is written by Joanne) 
Mrs. Wanda Campbell of Athens, Ga., has asked us about 
spanking as a form of discipline. 
We have yet to meet a parent who has not resorted to spanking 
their children once or twice—and that includes ourselves. But in 
our experience, spanking is a form of anger-indulgence for parents, 
not an effective means of discipline for children. 


Whenever one of us punished one of the kids with a spanking, 
the spanker was left feeling miserable and contrite. As Dr. M aria 
Piers points out in her valuable book, “ Growing Up With Children,” 
corporal punishment makes fathers and mothers feel awful, and 
when they feel awful they w ill often go overboard trying to make up 
for the punishment with presents or unwarranted affection. 
Parents used to spank their children plenty, without feeling 
guilty. Then a reaction set in. As Dr. Benjam in Spock has noted in 
his all-time best seller, “ Baby and Child C are," “ Many parents 
decided that spanking was shameful. But that didn’t settle 
everything. 


“ If an angry parent keeps himself from spanking, he may show 
his irritation in other ways, for instance, by nagging the child for 
half the day, or trying to make him feel deeply guilty. I ’m not 
particularly advocating spanking, but I think it is less poisonous 
than lengthy disapproval, because it clears the air, for parent and 
child.” 
The late Dr. Haim Ginott acknowledged Dr. Spock’s view, but 
put more stress on the harm spankings can do. “ What is wrong with 
spanking is the lesson it demonstrates. It teaches children undesir­ 
able methods of dealing with frustration. It dram atically tells 
them. ‘When you are angry—h it!’ ” 


Adele Faber and Elaine Mazlish, two parents who participated 
in Dr. Ginott’s workshops and found his methods effective and hu­ 
manizing, have written their own book, “ Liberated Parents-Liber- 
ated Children,” which is filled with practical applications of the G i­ 
nott approach. When one of the women in his child-rearing work­ 
shop told Dr. Ginott she had hit her son, Dr. Ginott was not sur­ 
prised. “ When we are provoked,” he told the group, “ we want to at­ 
tack. But we’re not monkeys or rats. W e’re human beings. And as 
human beings we have a choice.” 
What Dr. Ginott stressed was the importance of releasing an­ 
ger in short bursts, before it builds up into an explosion. He advo­ 
cated “ anger without insult.” Statements like, “ Your whining 
makes me angry,” or the fam iliar refrain of Sesame Street’s mup- 
pets, “ That makes me m ad!” are preferable to ego-crushing at­ 
tacks like, “ You are a miserable b rat! ” 
If parents find themselves continually enraged at their chil­ 
dren, or frequently resorting to physical punishment, they should 
discuss the problem with their pediatrician, a qualified psycholo­ 
gist, or a member of the self-help groups such as Parents Anony­ 
mous designed to aid parents in coping with their own violent im ­ 
pulses. 
As human beings, we have a choice.

Many of the nation’s gover­ 
nors and mayors say there’s 
little they can do about Presi­ 
dent Ford’s request to enforce 
the nationwide 55 m.p.h. speed 
limit except praise it as a good 
idea. 
The governors and mayors, 
many of whom got telegrams a 
week ago from Ford asking for 
stricter speed lim it enforce­ 
ment, say their states are al­ 
ready doing everything possible 
given the manpower available. 
Many 
officials, 
including 
state and local police, say the 
basic problems are that the 
public is not convinced that 
energy conservation will help 
cut inflation and there are too 
many speeders for the police to 
handle, a nationwide Associated 
Press survey shows. 
The survey also showed that: 
—With minor exceptions, the 
nation’s governors and mayors 
plan no special actions on 
speed lim it enforcement be­ 
cause of Ford’s telegram. 
—Many states have upped 
manpower to monitor speeding 
violations since last winter and 
speeding tickets are up consid­ 
erably in many states. Nearly 
all officials say there is no way 
to further increase patrols, de­ 
spite Ford’s request. 
—Some states treat drivers 
speeding over the national lim it 
but under the old state lim it 
less severely than those ex­ 


ceeding the old limits. 
—Many states do not stop 
drivers 
traveling 
above 
55 
m.p.h. until they approach a 
set speed — say, 62 m.p.h. 
—In scattered areas, judges 
are dismissing charges against 
people caught speeding over 55 
m.p.h but under old limits; po­ 
lice in some areas give warn­ 
ings instead of tickets to such 
speeders. 
“ South Dakota enforces its 
speed laws, and will continue to 
do so,” said Gov. Richard 
Kniep, who plans no changes in 
state procedures on s p rin g . 
“ The basic problem with en­ 
forcement is that once a siz­ 
eable percentage of the popu­ 
lation begins to ignore the 
speed lim it, or any law, it is 


hard to control. 
“ As a practical matter, if ev­ 
eryone on the highway is trav­ 
eling 60 miles per hour, a pa­ 
trolmen can hardly stop them 
all and can hardly be expected

Asthma is blamed 
on cold, flu viruses 


MADISON, Wis. 
(AP) 
— 
Asthmatic gasping and wheez­ 
ing are set off by the viruses 
which cause colds, flu and oth­ 
er respiratory diseases. Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin researchers 
say. 
Asthma is one of the most 
frequent 
causes 
of 
illness 
among children. More than 5 
per cent of boys and 2 to 3 per 
cent of girls under age 5, and 3 
to 4 per cent of older children, 
are estimated to suffer from it. 
CTiarles E. Reed program di­ 
rector of the medical school 
team which did the research, 
said during an interview that 
until now, doctors have thought 
that asthma attacks follow bac­ 
terial infections. 
For that reason, doctors have 
used antibiotics to treat in­ 
fections accompanying asthma 


attacks. The drugs, however, 
are not effective against viral 
infections, Reed said. 
The research panel studied 16 
asthmatic children during the 
seven months of 19 71-72 when 
colds are most frequent. The 
illnesses of the original 16 were 
then compared with those of 15 
of their brothers and sisters. 
Careful study of nasal and 
throat swabs and blood samples 
regealed that the asthmatic 
children not only suffered at­ 
tacks of asthma but also had 
more frequent colds and respi­ 
ratory ailments. 
Reed and his colleagues say 
that this may be the result of 
asthmatic having to stay in­ 
doors more during cold weath­ 
er, thereby exposing them to 
respiratory ailments of other 
family members. 


Colds are more frequently 
spread among family members 
than through the schoolroom 
and oUier outside sources, Reed 
said. 


The 16 asthmatic children 
had 61 asthma attacks during 
the period of the study, and 42 
of these were associated with 
severe respiratory disease. 
However, the researchers re­ 
ported that mild bouts of respi­ 
ratory disease did not always 
trigger asthma attacks, and 
that asthmatic children with 
cold viruses without symptoms 
also usually did not have at­ 
tacks. 


Reed said his research team 
is trying to discern how viruses 
cause asthma attacks as the 
next step in trying to learn how 
to prevent the problems.
